Putin accuses IIS of trapping” 
Snowden in Russia 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
President Vladimir Putin on 
Monday accused the United 
States of trapping US intelli¬ 
gence leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den in Moscow, saying he 
would leave Russia as soon 
as passible 

"As so dh as there's the 
chance to move somewhere 
he will certainly do tins," 
Putin said in his first public 
remarks since Snowden sum¬ 
moned several rights activists 
and lawyers for a dramatic 
meeting Friday at state-con¬ 
tra 11 eel Sheremetyevo airport. 

Putin ac cuse d Washington 
of preventing Snowden from 
leaving Russia after the fugi¬ 


tive ex-intelligence analyst, 
arrived from Hong Kong on 
June 23. 

He arrived on our terri¬ 
tory uninvited, he did not fly 
to us, he was flying in transit 
to other countries," Putin said 
m televised remarks. 

'But as soon as he was in 
the air, it became known, and 
our American p artners essen- 
tiallv blacked off his further 
flight." 

Snowden was checked in 
for a flight from Moscow to 
Havana, Cuba on June 24 but 
never boarded the plane. 

"They themselves scared 
off all the other countries, no 
one wants to take him, and 


therefore they essentially 
themselves trapped him on 
our territory," Putin said. 

"A nice gift to us far 
Christmas," the strongman 
president, was quoted as say¬ 
ing by Russi an reporters trav¬ 
elling with him on a visit to 
the island of Gogland in the 
Gulf of Finland. 

Asked what will happen to 
Snowden, Putin said: "Haw 
would I know? That's his life, 
his fate 

But he also noted a change 
m position by Snowden, who 
said Friday he wanted to apply 
for asylum in Russia until he 
can travel onto Latin America,

FARC leader says Colombia 
insurgency near end

The Russian president con¬ 
spicuously refrained from in¬ 
dicating if or when he might 
grant asylum to the world's 
most famous fugitive. 

Putin said earlier this 
month that Snowden could 
claim asylum in Russia only 
if he stopped his leaks. 

The condition initial iv 
prompted Snowden to with¬ 
draw his application, before 
the rights activists who met 
him on Friday said he had 
promised not. to harm US in¬ 
terests in the future. 

"Judging by his latest 
statement, he is somewhat 
changing his position, but the 
situation has not been finally 
clarifred so far," Putin said. 

Russia's Federal Migration 
Service said earlier Monday 
that it h ad no t y et re c eiv ed an 
application from Snowden 
Putin, who is set to hast 
US President Barack Obama 
for a bilateral summit in 
Moscow followed by the G2D 
summit m Saint Petersburg in 
early September, reiterated 
Russia's refusal tD damage 
ties with Washington for 
Snowden's sake. 

Putin said Prussia had told 
Snowden. "We have certain 
ties with the United States 
We do not want you through 
your activity to damage our 
ties with the States.'* 

"He said 'no' You are 
laughing but I am serious, 11 
added Putin, addressing a 
group of students 

He said Snowden had 


vowed to continue his ac¬ 
tivism 

"We said: That will be 
without us, then We have 
other battles to fight,"' he said 
with a smile. 

Snowden, whose passport 
has been revoked by Wash¬ 
ington, has been maro oned in 
the airp Dart's transit zone for 
the past three weeks. 

In a sign that Moscow 
may seriously consider an ap¬ 
plication from him, the 
speaker of the lower house of 
parliament, the State Duma, 
Sergei Naryshkin, said Friday 
that Snowden could apply for 
either temporary asylum or 
political asylum 

Requests for political asy¬ 
lum are reviewed by the 
Kremlin and granted by the 
president, 

Observers have noted that 
Snowden's Friday meeting 
did not include some figures 
likely to upset Putin, such as 
Prussia's best-known rights 
campaigners or organisations 
that deal with refugees. 

But among those invited 
were figures such as Vyach¬ 
eslav Nikonov, a lawmaker 
from ruling party United 
Prussia, who would probably 
not have been known to 
Snowden before lus arrival in 
Russia.

Dutch tourist tortured, raped, 
Australian court hears 


SYDNEY (AFP) - A Dutch 
taunst was rap ed more than dQ 
times and tortured with a meat 
ten denser and gas torch during 
a brutal six-week ordeal in 
Australia, a court heard. 

The 21-year-old was al¬ 
legedly ah ducted and kept 
prisoner m a Melbourne hotel 
m November and December 
last year, according to media 
reports hearing into the case at 
Melbourne Magistrates Court. 

Aifia Anthony Gran at a, 46, 
and Jennifer Peaston, 32, face 
179 charges each, including 
detaining the woman against 
her will, multiple threats to kill 
her,. 62 counts of rape and 35 
of assault 

According to court docu¬ 
ments cited by Australian 
media, the tourist u r as ab¬ 
ducted after meeting the cou¬ 
ple at a party and held at the 
Rydges Preston hotel where 
she was allegedly sexually as¬ 
saulted, beaten, tortured and 
threatened with murder if she 
attempted to escape 

"She lived in fear of beat¬ 
ings if she upset the accused in 


anyway," a police summary of 
the case sad, according to the 
Herald Sun newspaper 

“(Her) mental state deterio¬ 
rated as a result of the abuse." 

The pair are accused of at¬ 
tacking the woman with ob¬ 
jects including a rolling pin, 
meat ten denser, vacuum 
cleaner and a gas torch lighter 
m a pattern of escalating at¬ 
tacks that culminated in her 
stabbing Granata on Christmas 
Day as he slept and then at¬ 
tempting to kill herself 

The pair panicked and called 
emergency services, bringing 
an end to the six-week ordeal, 
in which she was allegedly 
forced to smoke drugs and was 
often left, after heatings to 
sleep naked on the wet shower 
floor, according to police. 

Police told the court that 
Granata had shot extensive 
video footage of the attacks — 
some 450 hours — and it had 
taken officers six months to 
sift through it all Chains, 
blindfolds and sex toys were 
also seized from the hotel 
room. 


The woman told police that 
Granata claimed to have been 
possessed by a demon and told 
her she was "marked for 
death" 

In a bizarre Christmas Eve 
ritual, she said Granata sealed 
her photograph, fingernail and 
hair clippings and blood in an 
envelops and poured hat wax 
over her body. 

Granata and Peaston were 
remanded in custody to appear 
in court on August 30

the French overseas territory 
Local officials said the 15- 
year-old was attacked in the 
mid-afternoon while swim¬ 
ming just a few metres (yards) 
from shore in Saint-Paul bay 
on the western side of the is¬ 


land. 

The gni, on holiday from 
mainland France, was swim¬ 
ming with another girl who 
had just climbed on shore 
when the attack took place. 

“Part of her body was car¬ 
ried away by the shark. Fire¬ 
fighters, lifeguards and a 
poll ce helicopter are carrying 
out a search/ said Gina Hoa- 
rau, the head of public safety 
in Saint-Paul. "The conditions 


af tins attack are very surpris¬ 
ing. We didn't think a shark 
could come so close to the 
shore , n Hoarau said 

A 3d-y ear-old French hon- 
eymooner was killed by a 
shark m May while surfing not 
far from the island's popular 
beach of Bnsants de Saint - 
Gilles. 

Last year, 73 shark at¬ 
tacks were reported around 
the world, of which eight 
were fatal.

H7N9 flu peril lies in deep lung 
infiltration: study 


PARIS (AFP) - The H7N9 
bird flu vims is a peril for hu¬ 
mans because it replicates 
deep m die lungs where it can 
trigger a dangerous response 
from the immune system, a 
study said 

In addition, no one is likely 
to have pre-existing immunity 
to H7N9 and so-called sea¬ 
sonal vaccines cannot protect 
against it, the study said, con¬ 
firming suspicions among 
many virologists. 

And while lab tests show 
that leading anti-fin drugs are 
effective, there are concerns 
the vims may acquire gene 
mutations to blunt these 
weapons, it added. 

Hie study published in Na¬ 
ture by the Chinese Centre for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC) in Beijing, delved 
into the genetic ID of the virus 
which emerged m China in 
February 

Hie virus has been charac¬ 
terised by severe symptoms of 
pneumonia and respiratory 
distress, with a high fatality 
rate, especially among the eld¬ 
erly 

There have been 131 con¬ 
firmed cases of' H7N9 in 


China, with at least 40 fatali¬ 
ties, according to Chinese fig¬ 
ures. An additional case of 
illness occurred in Taiwan, in¬ 
volving a man who had been 
working in China 

H7N9 has a shape of recep¬ 
tor, or docking point, that en¬ 
ables it to latch onto cells in 
the lining of the lower respira¬ 
tory tract and replicate there, 
the investigators said 

In contrast, the virus is less 
able to replicate in the trachea 
than m the lungs, which may 
help explain why it is not eas¬ 
ily transmissible through the 
traditional pathway of coughs 
and sneezes. 

H7N9 worsens the illness by 
triggering an uncontrolled re¬ 
action from the immune sys¬ 
tem, the study suggested Hus 
"cytokine storm" can cause in¬ 
flammation, tissue damage 
and fluid build-up in the lungs 

Hie researchers took blood 
samples from children aged 
between three and five, from 
adults aged 13 Ed 59, and sen¬ 
iors over 6 0 and exp osed them 
to the virus 

Hie 90 samples showed no 
response from antibodies --the 
frontline guardians of the im¬ 


mune system which are 
trained to recognise an in¬ 
truder 

Another battery of tests 
found that H7N9 remains vul¬ 
nerable to Tamiflu and Re- 
lenza, the two main drugs to 
combat serious flu infection, 
the study said. 

But it also pointed to two pa¬ 
tients whose virus had signs of 
mutational resistance to these 
treatments. 

Hiep aper said" the first epi¬ 
demic has subsided" but a po¬ 
tent threat remains 

H7N9 kills more than a third 
of hospitalised patients. Hie 
Lancet rep orted last month. 

Hie fatality rate is lower 
than for H5N1 bird flu which 
has killed about 6Q percent of 
hospitalised patients, but 
higher than for H1N1 “swine 
flu", a new virus that uni eased 
a pandemic m 3009-ID, for 
which there was a 31-percent 
death rate among people re¬ 
quiring hospitalisation 

According to the UN's 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO), die likely source of in¬ 
fection for H7N9 is exposure 
to fowl, such as m live poultry 
markets. 


DNAflaw boosts cancer risk from diabetes

PARIS (AFP) - A DNA flaw 
may explain why people with 
Type 2 diabetes are more 
prone to bio a d cancers than the 
rest of the population. 

Doctors have long known 
that Type 2 diabetes is associ¬ 
ated with leukaemia and lym¬ 
phoma, but the reasons for this 
have been unclear. 

Researchers in France and 
Britain, looking at blood sam¬ 
ples from nearly 7,500 people, 
including 2,200 patients with 
Type 2 diabetes, suggest the 
answer lies in cellular muta¬ 
tions called clonal mosaic 
events (CMEs) 

These are defects that result 
in some cells having extra 
copies -- or, alternatively, 
missing copies -- of large 
stretches of genetic code 


Reporting in 
the journal Na¬ 
ture Genetics, 
the researchers 
said that tn the 
general popula¬ 
tion, CMEs are 
usually very rare 
m young people 
but become 
more common 
with ageing 
Among peo¬ 
ple aged over 70, 
around two p ere cut have these 
mutations, which gives them a 
tenfold higher risk of develop¬ 
ing blood cancer, previous re¬ 
search has found 
But among people with 
Type 2 diabetes, CMEs were 
four times more common than 
otherwise healthy people, the 
new study found. Hisy also 
had a far higher rate of kidney 
failure, eye disease or heart 
disease 

"Type 2 diabetes is a disease 
that accelerates ageing, so we 
wondered if it. would make 
people more likely to have 
these genetic defects that, are 
associated with ageing," 
Philippe Froguel, from the 
School of Public Health at Im¬ 
perial College London, who 
led the study, said 


"This finding may partly ex¬ 
plain why people with Type 2 
diabetes are more likely to get 
blood cancers" 

According to the UN's 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO), 347 million people 
around the world have dia¬ 
betes, a disease in which the 
body fails to break down glu¬ 
cose m the blood through the 
hormone insulin 
Ninety percent of these have 
the Type 2 form of the disease, 
winch typically shows up in 
adulthood or late childhood, 
driven by obesity and a seden¬ 
tary lifestyle

S. Korea enforces smartphone 
app to curb military leaks 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Oiilm e e du cata an s era c e 
Coursera announced a fresh 
round of funding from the in¬ 
vestment arm of the World 
Bank and other hackers. 

The Silicon Valley-based 
startup said that it took m $4E 
million from a group of in¬ 
vestors that included the 
World Bank's International Fi¬ 
nance Corporation and Russ¬ 
ian venture capitalist Yuri 
Milner. 

“Coursera is on the forefront 
of transforming the $4.5 tril¬ 
lion dollar learning industry * 
said Michael Moe, chief of 
CSV Capital, which also par- 
ticip ated m the funding round. 

"Coursera is democratizing 
access to the best universities 
and professors in the world * 

Coursera org was created by 


Stanford University profes¬ 
sors and launched in April of 
last year as an online venue 
for free university classes 

The startup is still working 
on ways to generate revenue 
with ideas such as fees for cer¬ 
tificates of accomplishment or 
for tutoring. 

Coursera works with SE ed¬ 
ucational institutions in an 
array of countries and offers 
about 4DO free college-level 
courses. 

The startup gDt an initial 
round of $22 million in fund¬ 
ing last year. 

Uses for the latest infusion 
of cash will include exp anding 
tmore countries and develop¬ 
ing mobile applications so 
classes can be access from 
smartphones or tablets, ac¬ 
cording to Coursera. 


3 EQUL (AFP) - South Korea's 
defence ministry said Monday 
it has ordered its staff to install 
a smartphone application that 
restricts key functions like the 
camera in an attempt to pre¬ 
vent military leaks.

The order caused a long 
queue at the gates o f the min¬ 
istry on Monday because some 
2D percent of the staff had 
failed to install the app, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The ministry declined to 
confirm a report by Yonhap 
news agency that some staff 
had refused tD install the app 
due to concerns about privacy. 

Ministry spokesman Kim 
Min-Seok told reporters that 
the app, winch restricts the use 
of cameras and audio record¬ 
ing, prevents leaks through 



smartphones and stops out¬ 
siders from hacking into the 
devices of defence mini stay of¬ 
ficials 

"WeVe developed a system 
to restrict the core functions of 
smartphones because of con¬ 
cerns that our work could be 
leaked through them," he said. 

For now; the app only works 
in tli e mini stay c omp ound Q f- 
frcials said all South Korean 
soldiers would be ordered to 
install it later. 

The ministry promised to 
upgrade the app after an oper¬ 
ational flaw emerged 

Users of Samsung's Galaxy 


and other Android phones can 
receive and make calls and 
text messages, but iPhone 
users can only receive calls 
and text messages 

Yonhap quoted an unnamed 
air force lieutenant colonel as 
saying "Even if I bring my 
iPhone 4 that passed the secu¬ 
rity review, 1 can only receive 
calls and text messages. What 
can 1 do with tire dumb 
phone?"

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Internet giants from Google 
and Facebook ta Yahoo and 
Zynga are scrambling to adapt 
to an online world where peo¬ 
ple reach for smartphones or 
tablets instead of traditional 
computers 

Social games pioneer 
Zynga, which rose to stardom 
making titles played at Face- 
book's website, is cutting 
nearly a fifth of its staff asp ait 
of a move to fo cus on titles for 
mobile gadgets. 

After taking over as chief 
executive at Yahoo last year, 
fo rnier G o o gl e ex ecuti v e 
Marissa Mayer laid out a turn¬ 
around strategy that made a 
priority of tailoring offerings 
to smartphones and tablets 

The dismal performance of 
F ac ebook's fre silly -1 aundie d 
stock last year was blamed m 
large part on fears that it 
lacked tools to cash in on 
members who are increasingly 
accessing the social network 
from mobile devices. 

Google has proved pre¬

"Tire head-mounted display 
makes the mobile user much 
more valuable because you 
can serve ads as they are walk¬ 
ing and make them location- 
based," independent Silicon 
Valley analyst Rob Enderle 
said of Glass. 

"Wide self-driving cars, die 
dashboard is a huge tablet; if 


the cans driving and someone

Companies that staked

The 3D-year-old Gay insisted 
he made a mistake in erro¬ 
neously trusting someone he 
shouldn't have. 

PDweii confirmed he too had 
failed a dope test, one of five 
Jamaicans reportedly to have 
done so at their country's na¬ 
tional trials. 

The 2007 world champion 
Gay would have gone into the 
worlds not as favourite, but as 
close a fancied challenger to 
Us am Bolt as anyone could be 

He had posted the fastest 
100m time of' the year with 
9 75sec, almost two tenths 
quicker than Bolt's best effort in 
2013 

Alongside Yohan Blake, who 
has been suffering with a tingh 
injury this season, Gay is the 
second fastest man of all time 
with his 9.d9sec managed m 
Shanghai in 2009 bettered only 
by Bolt himself 

Powell had not qualified for 
the worlds but had the third 
fastest 1 QDm tune this year and 
is the fourth fastest man in his¬ 
tory, behind Bolt, Gay and 
Blake. 

Gay was majestic in cruising 
to a 10Dm and 2D0m double at 
the American World Champi¬ 
onship trials m June. 

Yet following fast on the 
heels of Jamaica's double 
Olympic 200m champion 
Veronica Campbell-Brown's 
own failed dope test, tins latest 
news is another crushing blow 
to the credibility of sprinting

Not that athletics, and in par¬ 
ticular sprinting, have ever been 
strangers to the scourge o f drug 
use. 

The impact of Gay's doping 
case will be wider ranging, 
though, not least because one of 
die favountes to challenge Bolt 
in Ins absence will be Ins US 
compatriot Justin Gatlin, who 
has already served two drug 


suspensions during his career. 

The credibility of the spnnt 
disciplines m track and field 
will now be hanging by an even 
thinner tine ad than ever before. 

Such high-profile cases in 
die past have seen Ben Johnson 
stripped of Ins Olympic 100m 
title with Man on Jones suffer¬ 
ing die same fate. Kelli White
